Yesterday was an exciting day in the 
history of Los Angeles politics, and the 
scenes around the polling places of the 
Republican primaries will be long re­ 
membered by those who participated, as 
well as tboie who were simply curious 
witnesses of the ways and means adopted 
by the various factions of the g. o. p. to 
elect their candidates. 
The citizens 
scarcely imagined 
yesterday morning 
that the opening of the polls at noon 
would be tho sigual for the commence­ 
ment of scenes which were afterwards 
characterized as the most disgraceful 
which have ever occurred in this fair 
city. 
The papers had announced that 
there would be a Republican primary 
election, and so much had been said 
about the peaceful methods of the “ kid- 
glove” party that few suspected that 
there 
would 
be 
even 
a 
ripple of 
excitem ent or. the slightest disturbance, 
and yet a careful consideration of the re­ 
ports of the caucuses of Friday evening 
might have led the community to believe 
that all was not so fair as it seemed. The 
struggles of each faction to secure for 
their men places on the regular caucus 
ticket and their assertions that their 
tickets would be in the field anyway 
migbt have created an impression that 
the political sky of the Republican party 
was overcast, but it appears that it did 
not for when the victors of the caucuses 
arrived at tho polls and opened up they 
were, or professed to be, immensely sur­ 
prised to find opposition on every side, 
and an opposition of such a nature that 
their indignation rose to a boiling point, 
aud tho consequence was that there was 
A BITTER WAR 
Carried on until the polls closed and 
even after. 
The fight was confined 
principally to the Second and Fourth 
W ards, but there were traces of the war­ 
fare to be found even in the peaceful 
Fifth and Third, where it had been ex­ 
pected everything would be open and 
above-board. 
The victors at the cau­ 
cuses had arm ed themselves with their 
tickets, headed “ Regular Caucus Ticket,” 
and they complained bitterly and threat­ 
ened vengeance when, a short time later, 
it was found that the city bad been 
flooded with bogus tickets, bearing the 
same heading. This discovery was the 
commencement of the real war, and was 
followed by a poster, as follows: 
fra u d ! 
Republicans oj the Second Ward: 
Thu San Francisco bosses, E J. Niles and B. 
Fehnem an, h av e issued a ticket headed ‘ Regu­ 
lar R epublican C aucus,” w hich is a fraud. 
Only five recularlceucus nam es appear ou this 
fraud. By order 
C o m m it t e e . 
The posting of these bills and their 
distribution warned the populace that a 
lively time might be expected, but no 
one at that time imagined that before 
nightfall scenes would be enacted which 
would compare with the historical battles 
at the polls in other cities, nor did it 
seem possible that after night had fallen 
the pedestrians on the principal streets 
would 
be 
howling 
mobs of the 
“ Law and Order” party, led by an 
intoxicated leader, and yet such was the 
case, and when it was all over and the 
disgraceful scenes had ended, the R e­ 
publicans went to their homes and slept 
uneasily, their dream s carrying them 
back to the parts they had played in the 
political fray. 
TIIE FIRST WARD. 
W hen the polls opened in the First 
Ward it was discovered that there were 
four tickets in the field, headed as fol­ 
lows :

Incidents at 
this polling place were few, and it might 
be said that in comparison to other wards 
the election here was quiet. There were, 
however, a few disturbances, caused by 
the challenge of voters whom it was al­ 
most certain had been carried there in 
the interest of eome ticket from other 
wards.

THE SECOND WARD. 
In this ward m atters weie very excit­ 
ing, and the scenes that occurred on 
Market street, in front of the court house, 
were so boisterous and disagreeable as 
to attract the attention of thousands of 
people, as well as the presence of a large 
torce of police. 
From the time this poll­ 
ing place opened until the ballots were 
counted, there was no cessation in the 
warfare, which was caused on one side 
by a full force of the worst specimens of 
hum anity in the city. The fact that the 
Abbotts and their confreres seemed to 
have control of the affairs of this polling 
place called out a large opposing force, 
and between the two elements there was 
a fight which would have been cause for 
the revoking of the license of a bar room 
had it occurred therein. The howling 
and fighting, quarreling, pushing ana 
cheering resembled at times a riot, and 
every window, awning and porch over­ 
looking the street was filled with specta­ 
tors. Even the ladies employed in the 
Recorder’s office could not resist the 
temptation, and iooked with curiosity on 
the tum ult beneath. 
From a window 
above the scene was most enlivening. 
Several policemen were kept busy in 
front of the window through which the 
ballots were passed, in endeavoring to 
keep a passage clear for those who de­ 
sired to vote. 
Every few m inutes Wal­ 
ter Moore pushed hiB way to the window 
and created a disturbance, his words 
being drowned by the cries of the rest of 
the crowd. 
▲* few minutes later a 
wagon load of 


driven up, placed in line and voted 
They were then reloaded and taken to 
the Fourth W ard, where th e ^ voten 
again. This was a frequent occurrence 
and the wonder was where so many dis­ 
reputable people came from. The chal 
lengers at the doorway were kept busy 
but the voting was fast and furious, and 
in the four hours nearly six hundred 
ballots were placed in the box. The 
challenges seemed to have no effect 
except to incite the crowd to shout, and 
although several hand to hand encounters 
occurred no arrests were made. 
Not­ 
withstanding the fact th a t every effort 
was put forth by W alter Moore and the 
Abbotts to carry the day the regular 
caucus ticket was elected by a large 
majority. There were three tickets in 
the field, headed “ Regular Republican 
Caucus ticket.” 
The Irish American

field and the Oro Fino Clnb had another, 
but the forces were so divided that the

THE FOURTH WARD. 
The acts of the Republicans at the poll­ 
ing place in the Fourth W ard were dis­ 
graceful in the extreme, and as a result 
no delegates were elected. The polls 
opened at the same time as did the others 
in the city, and closed at four o’clock, 
and between these hours such a rabble 
gathered on Main street in front of the 
Engine house, near First street, as has 
never before been seen in that locality. 
Early in the day it was observed that 
there was to be a hot fight here between 
the W alter Moore and Oro Fino and the 
County Central Committee. The colored 
population were present at this polling 
place in full force, to support the regular 
ticket if the County Committee worked 
for two of their race upon the ticket. 
Shortly afterward it was claimed that the 
County 
Committee 
faction 
had 
voted the regular ticket, but had scratch­ 
ed 
off 
these 
two 
names. 
This 
drove the colored wire-pullers to the 
W alter Moore side of the house, and the 
Oro Fino Club forces, with their aid. 
made a hard fight. 
The “ free vote and 
fair count” party seemed to be in its 
elem ent here, and the members of the 
g. o. p. will perhaps call to memory their 
actions at tne Fourth W ard with pridef 
Barring a few fights, of which no notice 
was taken by the police, since no one 
was seriously hurt, everything was good- 
natured up to w ithin a few minutes ot 
closing tim e. 
Then a wagon-load of 
“ macs” was driven up to the engine 
house door, and the crowd gathered close 
around. 
W alter 8. Moore appeared at 
this time and raised his voice in the in­ 
terest of anything except good order and 
the credit of the “ God and m orality” 
party. The language he used was not 
such as m ight be supposed to fail from 
the lips of one of the “ k id -g lo v e” 
politicians, 
and 
there 
was 
almost 
a 
riot 
at 
this 
time. 
At 
4 
o'clock the 
ballot - box 
was closed 
and carried up stairs by the Judge of 
Election, at that place. 
As many as 
could, followed him up stairs and there 
occurred an incident which for lawless­ 
ness has never been equaled in this city 
at an election. 
W alter Moore was seen 
to whisper to an individual in the crowd 
who pushed forward and snatched the 
ballot box from the table where it had 
been placed. 
The “ kid glove” mem­ 
bers of the G. O. P. stam ped upon the 
box, and not being able to satisfy their 
vengeance in this manner, they seized 
it and opening the window threw it lo 
the street beneath, where the ballots 
were scattered by the wind. The Moore 
contingent claimed in justification that 
their opponents had in full view deliber­ 
ately stuffed the box and th a t the ballots 
should not be counted. The Judge of 
the Election recovered some of the bal­ 
lots, but the ballot box was kicked to 
Mott alley, where it lay a shattered 
memento of 
the “ Law and Order” 
Prim ary 
of 
the 
Fourth 
W ard. 
There 
were 
four 
or 
five 
tickets 
in the field here, but this made nodifier- 
euce in the result, and the question now 
is with the leaders of the g. o. p., shall 
the prim ary be held again, or snail the 
County Committee select the delegation ? 
THE FIFTH WARD. 
There were but two tickets in the Fifth 
W ard and m atters were very quiet in the 
vicinity of the polling place.

It appeared that Moore bad talked 
loudly about the stuffing of the ballot-box 
at the Fourth W ard, and W alker had 
said that if it had been stuffed Moore did 
it. 
Moore then canght W alker by the 
o a t and struck him twice in the faoe. 
Moore 
was released upon his 
own 
recognizance. 
He 
then 
went 
to 
th9 Court House where the ballots 
cast in the Second Ward were bein¿ 
counted. From the time he arrived un­ 
til he was taken in charge by friends 
liter in (he evening, he was the cause ot 
several 
very 
lively 
and disgraceful 
B enes. On one occasion he obtained a 
neck hold upon Officer Boequi, and had 
to be torn away by the officers and hi* 
friends. H e seemed to be very anxious 
to obtain entrance to the room where the 
votes were counted, but this was denied 
him , and for two hours he created an 
immense am ount of disturbance. Fi­ 
nally he broke the window looking In 
upon the counters, and for this he wa* 
arrested and taken to the police station, 
where he was charged with malicious 
mischief. 
He was releas?d upon de­ 
positing $20 bail, and in a few minute* 
e was again at the Court House, raising 
his voice against Chief Cuddy, whom he 
threatened with decapitation. 
He grap­ 
pled with Officer Bosqui and tore the offi­ 
cers coat in such a m anner as to ruin it. 
W hen W alter 8. Moore was arrested 
the third time l e was taken to the police 
station and there charged with battery. 
He, it was understood, was to be the dis­ 
turber of the programme. Captain Loomi* 
did not dare to do anything with him . 
A great crowd of followers gathered in. 
front of the police station and howled. 
Captain Loomis was nonplussed. The 
crowd grew angrier and W g er. Chief 
Cuddy arrived from the country.

the Chief appeared the crowd dispersed.

that if he had been on the ground he 
would have put Mr. W alter S. Moore 
where he wouldn’t do any harm or steal 
ballot-boxes. 
Moore Bub'sided when the 
Chief came upon the scene, and retired 
with his feathers drooping inside the 
Orio Fino Club. The City of the Angel* 
was more disgraced by the Republican* 
last night than by anything th at has oc­ 
curred in many a day.

selves like a party of loafers.

T h re e L aborer» In ju r e d a n d One 
S uf lo c a te d . 
An accident of an alarming nature, re­ 
sulting iu the death of one, and serious 
injuries sustained by three other labor­ 
ers, occurred yesterday m orning at 9 a . 
m. on W est Second street. 
It appears 
that a gang of Italian laborers were at 
work on a sewer trench along W est Sev­ 
enth street, and had almost completed 
their arduous task when one side of the 
em bankm ent caved in without a mo­ 
m ent’s warning, completely covering 
four unfortunates. Their comrades were 
appalled at the awful catastrophe, but in 
a few m inutes they recovered presence of 
mind enough to make an attem pt to res­ 
cue the buried men. The first three who 
were dug out were alive, though all were 
internally injured, and one sustained a 
broken leg in addition to his other inju­ 
ries. The last, however, José Masiriano, 
was found to be dead. The injured men 
were removed to their respective homes, 
and the latest reports were to the effect 
that all were doing as well as could he 
expected. 
The inquest on .the dead m an Jose 
M astriano was held at 4 i \ m ., in the 
undertaking rooms of M essrs Orr & 
Sutch, before J udge Taney, who officiated 
in the absence of Coroner Meredith. 
The first witness called was George Shur- 
don, who testified to the effect that he 
was within 200 yards of the ditch when 
the landslide occurred, and that the de­ 
ceased came to his death by being suf­ 
focated by the soil which caved in upon 
him . The only other witness of im port­ 
ance was an Italian fellow-work man 
nam ed Leopold Capello, who testified 
that deceased was working in the ditch 
at the time of the accident, and that he 
was killed by the em bankm ent of the 
ditch caving in upon him. The deceased 
was about forty-four years of age, a 
native of Pediovigliano, Italy, at which 
place he leaves a sorrowing' widow and 
four children.

H e r a l d : —Your rebuke ad­ 
ministered to the editor of the Exprésa 
because of his flippantly disrespectful 
m anner of writing about the President of 
the United States was exceedingly well- 
merited, and, if one may judge from the 
tone of the leading article in yesterday’s 
issue of that paper, the justice of the re­ 
provals is tacitly confessed. 
It appears 
to be an idiosyncrasy of the Republican 
papers of this city to speak im pertinently 
of the President of our common country. 
Did not the great Times itself once speak 
of that pur chevalier, President Arthur, 
as a “ double-breasted duffer?” Y es; the 
Express appears to be greatly excited over 
the wholesome lesson it has received. 
As to w hether or not the editor of the 
H e r a l d “ does not know a gentleman 
from a cad when he sees one,” it is, per­ 
haps, only necessary to suggest that the 
editor referred to, being acquainted with 
the Express people, does know the differ­ 
ence. The style of his argum ents, by the 
way, as well as the slang term used, are 
characteristic of a class of Englishmen 
not considered gentlemen in their own 
country. This, however, is not a m at­ 
ter for special wonder. 
But the E x­ 
press has 
no 
argum ents 
when 
it 
refers to Mr. Cleveland. It is one of 
th at rapidly disappearing num ber of 
papers which to argum ent prefers the 
use of such second-hand “ chestnuts” as 
“ a num ber six hat and a num ber sixteen 
collar,” “ M aria and the kid,” and the 
like. 
Where, let us inquire in passing, 
has the editor of th e Express had any 
great opportunity of learning about social 
customs and official etiquette? Was it 
when he sojourned in Bodie, or since he 
has lived here? Is he a competent judge 
in this m atter? 
He certainly knows 
nothing of official etiquette as observed 
at the capitals of all civilized nations. 
The story referring to a visit at W ashing­ 
ton by a Japanese gentlem an and related 
in the Express is probably not true, for 
that paper does not hesitate In making 
its premises fit its conclusions. 
If it be 
true, however, it serves to show that 
Mr. Cleveland fully understood his po­ 
sition and acted strictly in accordance 
with official etiquette. 
As to the Presi­ 
dent’s “ frequent violations of social pro­ 
prieties,” no one but the Express has 
ever heard of them . In the closing para­ 
graph of his sarr.e defense the Express 
man alludes darkly to a m atter which 
is probably the old story about “ M aria.” 
Did the Express man know as much 
about W ashington as he pretends to 
know, 
lie could 
not but bo well- 
informed about that story. 
The truth 
about it is th is: “ M aria” was the mis­ 
tress of a near friend of Mr. Cleveland 
toward whose family the latter sustained, 
and has continued to sustain, peculiarly 
intim ate relations. 
This friend was a 
married m an, and had children, and at 
the time Mr. Cleveland was falsely desig­ 
nated as the protagonist in the “ M aria” 
dram a, he was dead. Mr. Cleveland was 
at this time a bachelor; to protect the 
memory of his friend and the feelings of 
his wife and child, Mr. Cleveland allow­ 
ed the story to go uncontradicted. This 
story was told to m e by a gentleman of 
standing in this com munity, a Republi­ 
can in politics, recently returned from a 
visit to the Capital. If it be asked for, 
and he authorize the giving, I will fur­ 
nish his nam e. The President’s action 
in this m atter shows a greatness of soul 
beyond the comprehension of persons of 
the m ental calibre of the Express man. 
In what way was the “ social position” of 
Mr. Cleveland “ before his election as 
Governor and President,” inferior to that 
occupied by any one of his Republican 
predecessors? If “ social position” be a 
necessary qualification for the Presi­ 
dency, what had these gentlemen to re­ 
commend them ? W hat “ social position” 
had Mr. Lincoln? 
W hat was that of Mr. 
Johnson? Was General Grant of a so­ 
cial standing, more elevated than that of 
a vast majority of American citizens? 
Did Mr. Garfield have any advantage of 
this kind over the bulk of his country­ 
m en? Mr. Hayes don’t count for much, 
for he never was heard of, socially or 
otherwise, 
before 
he 
became 
de 
facto President, and has not been heard 
of 
since 
he 
left 
the Presidency. 
And in every respect Mr. Cleveland is 
the equal of Mr. H arrison. 
I emphasize 
the word “ every” because the Express 
m an counts it as a necessary qualification 
of Mr. Harrison for the Presidency that 
he “ had a grandfather,” and turns up 
his own excessively patrician nose, in 
the true spirit of th e Oro Fino Club, at 
Mr. Cleveland because, as he alleges, 
this gentleman had none. 
Let us adm it, 
for argum ent’s sake, that to be President 
of the United States it is necessary to 
have had a grandfather. 
Let us adm it, 
further, th at Mr. Harrison had a grand­ 
father ; I claim th a t Mr. Cleveland had 
one also. The following information I 
condense from a work called the “ Hoyle 
Genealogy,” compiled by the late Chan­ 
cellor Walworth, of New York, and pub­ 
lished by Munsell, of Albany, in 1864, in 
two octavo volumes. 
If the Express man 
wishes to inspect th e work, I will leave 
it at the H e r a l d office, where he may 
see it. From this work it appears that 
Moses Cleveland was one of the settlers 
of W oburn, in M assachusetts. 
He had 
sons and grandsons. 
One of these last 
was Aaron Cleveland, born at Medford, 
Mass., October It), 1715. 
He was gradu­ 
ated at H arvard, in 1735, and married 
Hnsanna Porter, of H uddam , Connecti­ 
cut. H e became a clergyman, and died 
August 11, 1757, a t the house of his in­ 
tim ate friend, Dr. Benjamin Franklin, of 
Philadelphia. 
H is second 
son, also 
called Aaron Cleveland, bom at Ilad- 
dam , February 3, 1744, married Abiah 
Hyde, granddaughter of John Hyde, 
one 
of the graduates of the colony 
of 
Norwich, 
Connecticut. 
Aaron 
Cleveland, second, was also a cler- 
Í;yman, and was a member of the 
egislature of Connecticut. 
He was a 
prom inent man, socially and otherwise, 
before the Harrison of Virginia was 
heard of. 
He had several children, sons 
and daughters, who married into good 
American families of 
New England. 
H is second son, Win. Cleveland, born at 
Norwich,Conn. ,20th December, 1770,m ar­ 
ried M argaret Falley of Westfield, Massa­ 
chusetts. 
He died at Black Rock, N. Y., 
18th August, 1837. 
H is eldest son, 
Francis Cleveland, was an em inent civil 
engineer, for m any years in the employ 
of the State of Ohio. 
He died at Ports­ 
mouth, in th at State, and was prominent 
enough, socially and otherwise, to be­ 
come a presidential elector in 1852 and 
again in 1856—thus outranking in social 
splendor the Express man, who has been 
§ residential elector not even once and 
elegate to a national convention on one 
occasional only. 
William Cleveland’s 
third son was Richard Falley Cleveland, 
and was born 19th June, 1800, at Nor­ 
wich, Conn. He m arried, 10th Septem­ 
ber, 1828, Anna Neule, of Baltimore, 
daughter of Abner Neule and Barbara 
Reed, his wife. 
Their fifth child is 
Grover Cleveland. 
I have been moved 
to write all this of pedigree, and I trust 
that for the same reason you will print 
it in order that th e Express people may 
rest easier in th e knowledge of the fact 
th at President Cleveland really did have 
a grandfather, an d so on, and that they 
won’t fear that th e country is going to

The young Emperor William has en­ 
tered upon his reign with decided circum­ 
stances oí éclat. To the casual observer 
it would look very much as if the long 
outstanding rivalry between Germany 
and Russia had disappeared, and as if 
France were alienated from tbe councils 
of Eurore. A really strong friendship 
between Germany and Russia would re­ 
sult, very shortly, in several very mark­ 
ed alterations of the map of Europe, es­ 
pecially if Italy and Austria should sj,ill 
be kept faithful to the German alliance. 
In such a combination the partition of 
Turkey would admit of Russia and Aus­ 
tria both getting large slices of the Sick 
Man’s effects, while the reward of Ger­ 
many and Italy would come later on in a 
collision which would undoubtedly be 
provoked with France. This is the dy­ 
nastic situation of Europe as reflected from 
the grand naval demonstration at Cron- 
etadt, and from the festivities at Zarskoe 
Selo. 
But perhaps a stage has been 
reached in Europe in which dynastic dis­ 
positions may not have the potency of 
the will of God, differing thus from the 
old days. The accession of a young, 
martial and enthusiastic sovereign to the 
control of the affairs of the German Em 
pire cannot fail to have some marked 
influences on the current of European 
events. About the ordinary time ha6 
elapsed which follows a peace in Europe 
and war, which haa been described by 
Washington IrviDg and others as a pre 
paration for peace, on the principle of 
having peace if you have to figlit for it, 
would seem to have a logical excuse for 
its early declaration. If Turkey shall 
be divided between Russia and Austria, 
with 
the 
consent 
of 
Germany 
and Italy, tbe 
crucial time for 
Republican France will have arrived. 
The quid proquo for Italy would lie in the 
at least partial dismemberment of 
France, which would restore to the 
Italians Nice and Savoy, while Germany 
would probably seek her recoupment in 
the absorption of Belgium and Holland 
and the enforced disarmament and dis­ 
ablement of France. Such a programme 
would isolate not only F rance but Eng­ 
land as well. 
It would have some 
features in its favor; but, as a whole, it 
would revolt the spirit of the age. 
The true, honest adjustment of the un­ 
settled state of Europe would be, from 
the points of view of the rights of 
peoples and Democratic sentiment, to 
restore Nice and Savoy to Italy, to 
give back Alsace and Lorraine to France, 
to rehabilitate the ancient nationality 
of Poland, to retire Turkey into 
Mohammedan Asia, to create a great 
Slav nationality from the European por 
tions of Turkey, to give Greece her 
legitimate autonomy and to allow Russia 
to make good her Polish losses by great 
extensions of territory in Central Asia. 
But it is a grave question just now as to 
what figure either sentimental or Demo­ 
cratic politics will cut in Europe with a 
determined, reactionary and militant 
yonng Kaiser controlling the machinery 
of the most powerful military engine 
known to Europe since the days of the 
flrat Napoleon. For our part, we have 
no doubt but that, before the close of the 
nineteenth century, 
the Ca-sarian 
idea will be replaced by the Dem­ 
ocratic. 
We may not, in the next 
dozen years, be treated to Tenny 
■on’s parliament of man and federa­ 
tion of the world, and the drum beats 
may still be heard in the regions where 
they have been the infant’s lullaby for 
countless centuries, but the autocratic 
idea will go down; and the sway of 
dynasties will yield to that of peoples. 
Pageants like those of Cronstadt and 
Zarakoe Selo will simply serve to point 
the moral of the new eia, and to adorn 
the tale of tbe decadence of the right 
divine of Kings, as to which the tolief 
of the Kaiser and the Czar, in this year 
of grace 1888, is as absolute as was that 
of Strafford in England two hundred and 
dfty years ago.

The vote on the proposition to strike 
wool from the freo list the other day 
clearly showed that the requisite majority 
existed in tbe House to pass the Mills 
bill. Accordingly none of our readers 
will be surprised to learn to-day that that 
measure passed the lower house of 
Congress yesterday. It was framed as a 
conservative and just response to the de­ 
mands of both of the great national 
parties. The Republicans, as soon as 
they found the Democratic party 
possession of the Presidency and of 
the House of Representatives, have seen 
fit to go back upon their own clamorous 
and insincere howls for tariff revision 
and reduction, and will seek to make 
partizan capital out of its passage by the 
Democratic majority of the house, 
But the people can no longer be hood­ 
winked by specious pretences. They want 
cheap blankets and clothes, and approve 
of free wool; they want to build cheap 
houses, and approve of free lumber, par­ 
ticularly in the Western and Northwest­ 
ern States; they want to build cheap 
railways, and develop the country, and 
they therefore approve of a reduction of 
the duty on steel rails from $17 to $10 a 
ton. The masses, who are consumers of 
all the necessaries of life iu as full 
measure as their richer fellow-citizena, 
will recognize the fact that the framers 
of the Mills bill have been discriminat­ 
ing and cautious in their handling of the 
delicate trust which was enforced by an 
exigent popular demand. Of course the 
Republican Senate will see that the Mills 
bill shall not become a law. But the 
responsibility fur its failure will rest 
upon the Republican party. The Senate 
has announced its unalterable purpose 
to defeat the reform which the general 
sentiment of the country, irrespective of 
party, demanded, specifically, in 1883, 
through the action of a Republican com­ 
mission appointed*by President Arthur, 
and which the National Convention of 
that party demanded when it nominated 
Mr. Blaine in 1884. In Minnesota and 
in other States of the Northwest there is 
a tariff reform sentiment which will 
make it difficult for the Senators from 
those Commonwealths to disregard the 
National aspiration for lower import 
duties. But we risk little in assuming 
that their partizanship will rise above 
their patriotism, and the defeated Mills 
bill will be one of the leading issues of 
the campaign—an issue which will go 
further than any one other proposition 
to assure the success of the Democratic 
ticket.

W ashington, July 21.—The galleries 
in the House of Representatives were 
crowded with spectators early this morn­ 
ing, attracted by the announcement that 
to-day would witness the close of the 
great tariff debate and the vote on the 
final passage of the Mills bill. Only the 
Executive and Diplomatic galleries were 
vacant. In addition to the crowded gal 
leries, a large attendance of members 
greeted Chairman Mills when be rose in 
place to close the debate 
Promptly at the appointed time, the 
bill had been called up, and thereupon 
Mr. Mills, after offering two amend­ 
ments intended to correct typographical 
errors, moved the previous question on 
them, and they were adopted. He then 
proceeded to address the House, begin­ 
ning by stating the condition of the 
finances of the Government, placing the 
surplus at $120,000.000;this, lie said, 
should attract the attention of the coun­ 
try. It represented 
UNNECESSARY TAXATION 
Drawn from the people and piled up in 
the Treasury; it was a taxation levied 
upon the product of labor; it was an in­ 
iquity. This enormous amount of money 
was constantly lowering prices, and pil­ 
ing an enormous load on labor, and in­ 
creasing the benefits of the privileged 
classes. How long would it be before 
stagnation would occur, aud bankruptcy 
and ruin flock together over the land? 
The majority had attempted to bring be­ 
fore the House a bill to reduce this tax­ 
ation and lessen the influx of money into 
the Treasury. By amendments made in 
Committee of the Whole, the relative 
rate of duty had been placed at forty-two 
dollars and ninety cents on the 
hundred. This moderate bill had 
been met by a storm of denunciation and 
characterized as a freo trade measure. 
Was $42.90 on the hundred free trade 
What State had a five per cent, rate of 
taxation? In the majority of the States 
it did not exceed one dollar on the hun­ 
dred. The tariff of 184G had been 
spoken of as a free trade tariff. 
Mr. Mills then took up 
THE BILL IN DETAIL. 
He began with the chemical schedule, 
where the rate of the duty had been re 
duced from $32.87 to $28.17. On earthen­ 
ware and crockeryware, the reduction 
hail been $7 on the hundred. They 
called that, free trade. If $30 on the hun­ 
dred was free taade, iu God’s name 
what was protection? Sugar showed 
next to the largest reduction in the b ill- 
larger than hemp, jute, iron and every­ 
thing except wool. The bill had been 
called a sectional measure. 
To get 
$6,000,000 of protection on sugar the 
Government had to collect $58,000,000 of 
tariff duties. In provisions of the new 
bill the reduction was $1 on a hundred. 
More free trade. It was less than $1 in 
cotton goods; was not that moderate, the 
duty still remaining at $39.07? In wools 
and woolens the reduction was $20 on the 
hundred and most of that had beeu 
caused by placing wool on the free list. 
The manufacturer would get free wool 
and 40 per cent, protection, or 5 per 
cent, more than he now got and still they, 
said the bill was a freo trade measure. 
Articles amounting to $20,000.000 had 
been placed on the free list and $6.900,000 
of that was wool. Cottoa had been 
TIIB CHIEF PRODUCT 
Of .this country, yet the Republican 
party had put it on the free list, and they 
were right; but when it was proposed to 
touch wool, the combination that made 
the protective tariff was struck, and they 
said, “ You shall not touch it.” The 
next article on the free list was tin-plate, 
$7,700,000; not a pound of it was pronuceu 
in this country. The committee proposed 
to give this money to the consumer, yet 
their action was called free trade. If 
tl\Rt was free trade make the most of it. 
Salt was the next. Because a few people 
were interested in its manufacture the 
committee were stigmatized as free 
traders for putting it on the free list. 
Burlap was not made in this country; it 
had been placed on the free list. 
Hemp and jute made up $1,700,000 
of the free list. With all the milk that 
could be given this baby industry, it had 
failed to grow. It was dying and must 
soon disappear. The Republicans had 
used the same argument in favor of 
striking down the sugar industry. Opi­ 
um paid $468,000. It had been placed 
on the free list, Cotton ties and bristles 
(the latter produced in Russia) had been 
placed on the free list. Currants, that 
concerned no laborer m this country, had 
been placed on the free list. Yet the 
committee had been taunted with being 
free traders. Their opponents said, “If 
you want anything free, 
TAKE A FREE DRINK 
Of whisky.” [Applause ] The taxes on 
express companies, on telephone compa­ 
nies, on all the wealth of the country, 
had been removed, but none of the taxes 
on labor had been removed. Wool grew 
on the sheep. There has been much 
sympathy expressed for the sheep. The 
Democratic party sympathized with men; 
it wanted cheap clothing for the poor. 
With a product of 200,000.000 pounds of 
wool and a need for 600,000,000 pounds, 
what were we going to do? The Democrats 
proposed to let in wool free aud let our 
workmen make it up into clothing The 
bill was intended to benefit the condition 
and increase the wages of the laboring 
ooople. [Applause.] The Government 
should not meddle with the' people. 
They could take care of themselves. 
The Americans were the most intelligent 
and best people in the world, and could 
give employment to all their laborers, if 
Congress would but let them alone. 
Why should we not have free raw mate­ 
rial and have the opportunity to contest 
on equal terms with foreign manufac­ 
tures ? We would then have a 
FAIR FIELD AND AN OPEN FIGHT. 
The Democratic party intended to ap­ 
peal to the virtue and intelligence of the 
country. Money was being poured into 
his district in Texas to beat him for re­ 
election to the Fifty-first Congress, but 
he wanted the country to know that the 
people of his district were not for sale. 
The committee had reduced the duty ob 
steel rails from $17 to $11 per ton and it 
was charged that was an effort to destroy 
an infant industry.

At the conclusion of Mills’ speech, 
which was tumultuously applauded, all 
of the amendments were agreed to with 
the exception of that on cotton ties, on 
which Mr. McKinley demanded a yea 
and nay vote, which was ordered. It 
suited: Yeas 170. nays 128, and the 
amendment was declared carried. Gear, 
of Iowa (Republican), voted with the 
Democrats. Randall was paired with 
Ilogg, of West Virginia. 
The previous question was then or­ 
dered on the final passage of the bill and 
the yeas and nays were ordered. 
Snowden had read a letter from Ran­ 
dall asking to be paired with a friend of 
the bill, and expressing himself distinct­ 
ly as opposed to its passage. 
he vote 
was then taken on the final passage of 
the bill and resulted: Yeas 162. nays 
149.Snowden, of Pennsylvania, Greenman 
and Bliss, of New York (Democrats), 
voted against the bill, and Fitch, of Now 
York, and Nelson, of Minnesota (Repub­ 
licans), voted for it.

B e r l i n , July 21.—The German squad­ 
ron sails for Stockholm on Monday. 
The political result of the Em peror’s 
visit to the Czar rem ains absolutely un­ 
known. The immediate effect has been 
to lessen the strain of relations betvtfeen 
the Berlin and St. Petersburg Foreign 
Offices, but it is noteworthy th at while 
M. DeGiers and Count H erbert Bismarck 
exchange conferences at Peterhof, the 
North German Qa:ette and other inspired 
organs renew their attacks against the 
Russian spirit of aggression. The foreign 
press gets absurd rumors that France is 
to be overpowered and disarm ed; that 
the Czar joins the central alliance; that 
the Congress will revise the Berlin treaty ; 
that the Emperors have agreed to com­ 
bine to uproot the Anarchists, whether 
German Socialists or Russian Nihilists, 
and so forth. All alike are fictitious. 


A SUGGESTION TO FRANCE. 
The movement of troops from the in­ 
terior toward the frontier and the re­ 
inforcing of the garrisons at Strasburg 
and Metz are regarded as suggestive of a 
scheme to surprise France. The real ob­ 
ject of these movements is to prepare for 
extensive manoeuvres around Metz dur­ 
ing the Em peror’s visit to Alsace-Lor­ 
raine about the middle of August. 
The 
manoeuvres will be on a gigantic scale, 
engaging 120,000 troops, and will be a 
significant demonstration 
for 
French 
Chauvinism to ponder over. 


THE TOPE OBJECTS. 
The Em peror’s projected meeting with 
King H um bert is definitely fixed for Oc­ 
tober. The Pope has sent a vigorous 
protest to Prince Bismarck, declaring 
that the Em oeror’s presence at Rome 
would be a note of hostility toward the 
Vatican, especially during the peuding 
criéis with the Italian Government. The 
Vatican is also endeavoring to have Ba­ 
varia and Austria use their influence 
against the visit. 
Oueen Natalie, of Servia, who arrived 
at the Hague to-night, accuses the Ger­ 
man M inister at Belgrade of urging King 
Milan to contract marriage with one of 
the Saxe-Allenbourg princesses. Nothing 
will be done openly until a divorce has 
been obtained. The attitude of the clergy, 
being likely to prevent the granting of a 
divorce, the friends of Queen Natalie 
have renewed negotiations for separa­ 
tion under the terms offered her at Weis- 
badcn.

The 
beginning of such au enterprise must 
necessarily be small, and intrusted to 
the care of those most interested in its 
growth, who look forward for aid, first 
from private sources, and at last for rec­ 
ognition and appropriation from both 
State and Nation. 
As San Francisco has been first hon­ 
ored by the session of the National Edu­ 
cational Association, so may some place 
in this section be distinguished in pos­ 
sessing the first National Home 
for

you return to your occupation, and ask 
yourselves the question—where shall I

T H E W ONDERFUL FLEA. 


n o w t h e L iv e l y L i t t l e P e a t A p p e a r * 
t in d e r t h e M ic r o s c o p e . 
Let us put oftr flea under the micro­ 
scope. 
It seems to be clothed in a sort 
of arm or formed of brown, overlapping 
plates that are so exceedingly tough as 
to be almost indestructible. 
Its head is 
small and very thin, and it has a single 
eye upon each side. This eye is black, 
and the rays of light scintillate within it 
like sparks of fire. 
Puget managed to 
look through one of these eyes, and lie 
found that it dim inished objects in Bize, 
while it multiplied them in num ber—a 
man appearing like an arm y of fairies 
and the flame of a candle becom­ 
ing a thousand tiny stars. From the 
shape of its head, and for other reasons, 
the Ilea is supposed to use only one eye 
at a tim e. The offensive weapon of the 
flea is composed of two palpi, or feelers, 
two piercers and a tongue. 
When it 
feeds it stands erect, thrusting 
this 
sucker into the flesh; and it will eat 
without intermission until disturbed, for 
it voids as fast as it swallows its food. 
It 
is interesting to put several in a glass, 
and giving them a piece of raw meat, 
see them all standing on their hind legs 
to snck up its juices. 
Their manner of breathing is still un­ 
determined, but it is thought most prob­ 
able th a t they receive air into their bod­ 
ies through small holes at the ends of the 
palpi. 
The legs of a flea are marvels of strength 
and elasticity. They are joined to the 
body by long tendons that act like wire 
springe. In making its leap, which, it is 
said, can cover two hundred time3 its 
own length, the flea draws the leg close 
up to the body and then throws it out 
with great force; but the impulse pro­ 
ceeds from the first joint alone, the 
others only increasing it by their stretch 
while the leap is being made. 
Fleas are possessed of great strength. 
Mouffet tells of a mechanic who made a 
gold chain as long as his finger that a flea 
dragged after him , and a golden chariot, 
which he drew also. 
Bingley writes of a 
watchmaker in the Strand who had an 
ivory four-wheeled chaise, with a coach­ 
man on its box, drawn by a flea. The 
same man afterwards made a carriage 
with six horses, a coachman, four per­ 
sons inside, two footmen behind and a 
postillion on one of tbe horses, all of 
which was drawn by a single flea. La- 
triella mentions a flea which drew a 
silver cannon of twenty-four times its 
own weight, mounted on wheels, and 
showed no fear when it was charged with 
gunpowder and fired off. 
Rene says that 
íe saw three fleas drawing a tiny omni­ 
bus ; th a t a pair drew a chariot, and that 
a brass cannon was dragged by a single 
one. 
There are several varieties of fleas, but 
they are so much alike that their differ­ 
ences are interesting only to Beientific 
people. The cat flea will do as well as 
any to show us the process of breeding 
Duriug the spring and summer months 
she simply drops her eggs into the fur of 
the cat; but in the autum n and winter 
she glues each firmly upon a hair. These 
eggs are so small as to be barely visible 
to the naked eye, but under the micro­ 
scope they are very beautiful, looking 
like the loveliest pearls, and are perfectly 
translucent. 
The flea deposits nearly 
two hundred 
at 
a 
tim e, 
running 
about and dropping them 
here and 
there. They soon hatch into small white, 
footless worms. 
In from one to taro 
weeks they go into cocoon. 
Nothing 
can be prettier than this cocoon. 
I wish 
I could show it to you, but I will try to 
describe it. 
It is like a flask of clear 
0___, tinged at the edges with pearly 
tints, and dotted over with gold. The 
little sleeper within lies in a circle, is 
rose-colored, and looks like the delicate 
petal of a flower. In about six weeks he 
reaches m aturity. 
At first he is not 
larger than a m ite, but when well fed 
grows quickly in size and strength. 
Fleas are quarrelsome, and great light­ 
ers. 
W hen several are confined iu a 
glass they will stand on their hind legs, 
striking at their opponents with the 
others, and roll over and over each 
other, losing legs and antenmc, and at 
last giving up their lives in the fight. 
There is a record of aflea which lived ten 
days after such an encounter with no 
antennie, three plates of his side broken 
in, one eye gone, and with only four legs, 
and these cut off to the first joints. 
Fleas are supposed to feel a great an­ 
tipathy to wormwood and other bitter 
h erb s; and in England the country peo­ 
ple have a habit of placing these about 
their cottages for the purpose of banish­ 
ing the lively little pests.—[The Swiss 
Cross. 
•

The box 
was chopped open and tho contents dis­ 
posed o f; the U nited States mail was 
opened and m any letters slit open and 
exam ined by the light of the moon. 
Myers describes the robber as a m an

The term C atarrh is applied to a peculiar d is­ 
order of th e nostrils and adjacent parta, w hich 
firevalls to an alarm ing extent, an a is produefc- 
ve of very sarious consequences.

In som e 
there is an alm ost constant flow of clear, acrid 
fluid, b u t oftener an offensive, purulent, o r 
m nco-pum lent, greenish-yell >w m atter is se­ 
creted, w hich accum ulates in th e nostrils o r 
drops in to th e throat, necessitating its fre q u e n t 
rem oval by blowing th e nose or expectoration, 
aud often by both processes. 8oa:etim es par 
tienta feel as though their whole head was in a 
K ate of rottenness, so great is th e am ount o f 
m atter discharged and so fetid is its odor. T he 
patient ia greatly annoyed by the constant drop­ 
ping into th e th ro at of the m orbid m atter from 
th e head, and as a recum bent position n atu r­ 
ally favors th e flow downward, his reBt ia fre­ 
quently diaurbed from this cause. Many safffer- 
erf ar» obliged to lie with th e head very m uch 
elevated in order to sleep with some degree 
of com fort. 
In otheis, a tough, viscid and offensive phlegm 
collects behind and above the soft palate, In 
tho passage between the throat and head, a d ­ 
hering to th e parts with gluish tenacity. Its 
lodgem ent em barrasses respiration and creates 
a seuaation of irritation and uneasiness in th e 
affected locality, w hich gives riae to a constant 
and alm ost irresistible desire to relieve th e dis­ 
com fort by draw ing th e m ucus in 'o the th ro at, 
so as to eject it by th e m outh. This practice, 
popularly know n aa “haw king,” ia character­ 
istic of catarrh, and proves as em barrassing to 
the one affected aa it is disagreeable to thoae 
around him . 
Again, the offensive m atter hardens and de­ 
posita itself on the m em brane in the shape of 
dry, hard concretions, which are discharged by 
way of th e Lostrila or throat in lum ps or frag;- 
menta ol a deep green tint. In tom e cases 
these inenstrations accum ulate to such an ex ­ 
ten t as to form a regular olug in th e nose, 
which obstructs breathing and produces serious 
discomfort. So firm ly do there incrustation» 
adhere to th e point of attachm ent th at their re ­ 
moval usually requires tho m ost violent efibrta; 
not unfrequently they havo to be torn from th e 
m em brane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on w hich there are general­ 
ly traces of blood, b at in some cases the cast 
presents a tab u lar appearance, being of ex act 
shape of th e na*al cavity. This condition ia in ­ 
dicative of ulceration, which, In tim e m ay des­ 
troy th e bony structure of the nose and p roduce 
a subsequent flattening of th at organ. 
Coses are occasionally m et w ith in which » 
thick, viscid, slim y secretion coats the m em ­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, aud then putrlfiea, 
giving rise to a stench w hich is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atm os­ 
phere of a whole room ; and there are others in 
which all th e secretions of th e m em brane are 
suspended, causing au unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, h eat and leverisbneas in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly know n as “Dry 
C atarrh.’’ 
The disease speedily extends to th e air cavi­ 
ties of th e bones of th e forehead and face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or com pression over th e forehead, espe­ 
cially in the region above and between th e 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullness, heat, irritar 
tion, soreness, or pain in th e nostrils near th e 
root of the nose, as well m In th e upper part of 
the throat, above and behind th e soft palate. 
Sometim es there ia pain obstinately fixed in 
some particular part, aa iu the tem ple, on th e 
top of th e head, at th e back of the neck, or be­ 
h in d th e orbits, and occasionally pain m an i­ 
fests Itself in the face of ao severe a character 
th at It Í6 frequently m istaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is alwayB tainted .an d at tim es as­ 
sum es an exceedingly fetid and sickening odor. 
In some cases it becomea so revoltiugly offen­ 
sive as to render the sufferer an object of d is ­ 
gust to him self as well as to others. 
The nasal m em brane is thickened and con­ 
gested, causiDg th e note to be stopped up, som e­ 
tim es on one Bide, som etim es on the other, an d 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in th e head, and occasioning 
v iolent and prolonged paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, ind istin ct and hnBky, e r of 
a nasal character, displaying a sort of sniffing 
quality. 
O ftentim es thpre is a continuous 
hoarsvness and discordance. There ia alto a 
sense of irritation in th e throat, and frequent 
attem pts to clear th e parts of phlegm , produc­ 
ing th e sound “n em ,” m ore or less forcibly In 
soma cases patients com plain of an uncom fort­ 
able feeling of fullness, or a choky sensation in 
the throat, and in others of a distressing and al­ 
m ost constant drvnesa for th e tem porary relief 
of w hich tney nave to swallow frequently. 
Others, again, speck of a constant b id or nause­ 
ous taste in the m onth or throat. 
The stom ach generally suffers m ore or less, 
and becomea w eak and irritable, the appetite la 
capricious, and nearly always bad in the m o rn ­ 
ing. The patient la languid, unable to perform 
m ental or physical labor with the uaual facility, 
is nervous, denreised in SDirits, at tim es fearful, 
tim id, agitatea and inclined to drowsiness ama 
sleep, th e memory weakeued and purm anenl 
im pairm ent seriously threatened. 
Ih e mucuoua m em brane soon becomes m o r­ 
bidly sensitive to unfavorable Influenceajand in 
spite of the utm ost care becomes affected from 
tne slightest cauaes, ao th a t a breath ofjwlnd upon 
th e linings of the nose or throat, becomes p ro ­ 
ductive of a cold, and gives rise to serious dis­ 
turbance* of the respiratory organs 
Thus th e 
patient is subject to frequent an d repeated, 
colds, each attack aggravating th e disease by* 
giving it a new im pulse, and Involving a larger 
extent of surface th an its predecessor. In th is 
m anner the difficulty spreads from organ to o r­ 
gan, Invading the throat, iarnyx, trachea an d

Next month Rattlesnake Island will 
revert to its original owners, the Domin 
gaez heirs. This piece of property i 
very valuable for railroad purposes, a?- 
its western extremity affords it as good 
harbor facilities as San Pedro possesses 
aud its distance from the mainland oi> 
the other end is only 200 feet, which car 
be easily bridged over as the water if 
comparatively shallow. Some three or 
four months ago considerable excitement 
was created about its sale and reader*- 
of the H e r a l d will remember the knotty 
question that arose regarding who had 
really purchased it. 
Mr. Lester Scott 
was finally given the option of the island, 
and since that time all sorts of rumorp 
have been afloat as to what purpose it 
would be put, it being thought by many 
that it was to be controlled by the Gouh 
syndicate and used as the Pacific ter­ 
minus of that system. Then the Salt 
Lake line to be built by the Union Pacific 
was said to be interested in it, and when 
Mr. Campbell’s Ocean Beach railroad 
was started, everybody pointed to it as 
one of the links in the chain for one ol 
the transcontinental railroads. The Alta- 
dena line north of Pasadena would also, 
it was said, form part of the highway, 
but it was afterwards ascertained that 
these were merely speculative rumors 
without any substantial backing what 
ever. 
In the meantime Mr. Scott’* 
agent, who was appointed tolookaftir 
the island, found it hard work collectin 
rents, etc., as the dwellers there refuse 
to recognize his authority, and so affairs 
went 
on 
until 
the 
announcement 
just 
made 
about 
the 
island 
turning 
to 
its

owners 
was known. About six weeks ago ar 
tides of incorporation were filed of the 
Long Beach and San Pedro Raiboad 
with Mr. James Campbell as its Presi 
dent, and the road was outlined to run 
from the terminus of the Ocean Beach 
Railroad westerly to the San Pedro river, 
which it would cross on to Rattlesuake 
island. It then ran along that piece of 
land, reaching its western terminus. 
Here commences the accreted land made 
by the breakwater, a description of which 
was given in these columns last week, 
and along this mile strip the new railroad 
was located, after which it runs out 
over the rock breakwater to Deadman’s 
Island, its western terminus. 
Maps 
were filed in the County Recorder’s 
office and evervthing done to secure the 
right of way. When it was pointed out 
to Mr. Campbell by a H e r a l d reporter 
that this accreted land west of Rattle­ 
snake Island was covered twice a year by 
high tides, he stated that the line would 
be built four feet above the high-water 
mark and eight feet from the break­ 
water. and there would be no danger 
a‘. all of any invasion of the track 
by 
the sea. 
The line would 
run 
along the rock breakwater at the end of 
the accreted land which is solid and 
quite wide enough for a roadbed. 
As 
Ueadman’s Island is not large enough 
for a depot to suit the requirements of 
the road, simply a coaling and landing 
station will be established there and the 
principal station will be farther up on 
the mainland. 
About four and a half 
fathoms of water can be obtained at the 
terminus of the line, and this will be 
protected by the breakwater which the 
Government proposed to extend in that 
direction. 


A N E W W H A R F . 
The wharf privileges that Captain Bar 
rett has applied to the Board of Super­ 
visors for, the result of which is to be 
announced on August 8th. will run along 
the west side of this accreted land for 
1,000 feet, and it is easy to foretell is in­ 
tended as the starting of the enormous 
wharf that will ultimately be required 
when the new line is in operation. 
It 
will, of course, be extended farther and 
farther along as the requirements demand, 
and will doubtless in course of time 
extend as far as the rock breakwater. 
The inlet by which ICerckhoff-Cuzner’s 
wharf on the otl er side is now reached 
will have to be dredged considerably, as 
a sandbar runs through its center, as is 
evidenced by the marked blackish tinge 
in the water. The question now is, into 
whose hands will the little road of Mr, 
Campbell fall, 
for

When questioned about 
it, Mr. Campbell acknowledges that it 
will either be 
run 
by the Union 
Pacific or Santa Fe, but declines to Bay 
which, or to give any further informa­ 
tion on the subject. At the present time 
it looks as if the Union Pacific will get 
it, for that road has declared its inten­ 
tion of building to Los Angeles, and it 
certainly will not stop short of the ocean. 
It has already got its men out working to 
the Nevada State line, and, furthermore,

A rumor is now current, however, and 
supported by good authority, that when 
Rattlesnake Island reverts to the Domin­ 
guez heirs on the first of next month an 
attempt will be made by the Southern 
Pacific to gobble it up. This is very pro­ 
bable, as that con p ny has declared i s 
intention of spending such a vast sum of 
money for the improvement of 
San 
Pedro that it is scarcely likely that if 
it can help it, it will let any formidable 
competitor come right alongside and 
reap the advantages of its enterprise, 
“in aDy case,” says Mr. Campbell, 
“ they cannot take my right-of-way privi­ 
leges from me.” So if fhe Southern 
Pacific acts as staied it will have to buy 
out Mr. Campbell’s interests. The issue 
will be watched keenly, both by the resi-
